Addresses AYPA 


On Thursday évening last, Dr. E 
P. Scarlett, of Calgary, gave a vety 
interesting address to members of 
the Y.P.S. and AY P.A. and their 
friends on the present international 
situation. He mentioned particu- 
larly several factors had a very 
significant bearing on the war situ- 
ation—the Russian-German and 
the Anglo-Turkish treaties, and the 
value to Britain of the United 
States. He also stated that the pre- 
sent war was one of keen diplomat- 
ic action behind the scenes rather 
than one of fighting on the front.

Wheat Pool Urge 
Further Payment. 


The Wheat Pools of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta recent- 
ly joined, by resolution, ‘the grow- 
ing effort of the people in all parts 
of Canada to persuade the federal 
government. under the powers of 
the War Measures Act, to make a 
further payment before seeding 
time on wheat delivered to the 
Canadian Wheat Board frem the 
1939 crop. Their resolution has 
been forwarded by the central 
board in Winnipeg, to Hon. W. D. 
Euler, Minister ot Trade and Com- 
merce, Under the regulations gov- 
erning payment in the normal way 
farmers would not receive this 
payment until July 31, 1940. “The 
pools fully realize the tremenduous 
financial demands on the Domin- 
ion govérnment treasury while 
Canada is at war,” said Paul Bredt, 
chairman, speaking for the board, 
“but many thousand farmers are 
unable to finance seeding opera- 
tions and must receive assistance if 
agricultural production is to be 
carried on.”

Observations on agriculture by 
eminent men go back as far as any 
writings of the human race. These 
recorded observations teem from 
the earliest times, with references 
to many of the same problems 
farmers still have to conténd with 
today. The advice given by these 
renowned authorities, reiterated 
over and over, running like warp 
and woof throughout agricultural 
history, is basicaly the simple one 
of ‘Use good seed’’. 

Here .are afew extracts from 
these ancient wrilings: 

“The Kingdom of Heaven is 
likened unto a man which sowed 
good seed in his field.”” Math:13-24

SEED TREATMENT 
IMPORTANT 


Seed grain should be treated for 
Smutin all cases. The cost of 
treatment is small and in no other 
way can the farmer be assured of 
preventing losses from this disease 
The best fungicide to use for treat- 
ing grain is a mercuria! dust such 
as Ceresan or Leytosan, These 
dusts are most easily applied with 
a mechanical seed grain treater, 
and because of their special char- 
acteristics, the grain may be treat- 
ed when it is cleaned, thereby 
eliminating the necessity of hand- 
ling it again during the rush of 
spring work. 

The Department of Agriculture 
recommends a mercurial dust such 
as the above. at the rate of one- 
half ounce for each bushel of grain 


If Formalin must be used, it 
should be employed only in the 
proper proportions of one part 
Formalin in 320 parts of water 
(Lpint Formalin to 40 gallons of 
water.) A high concentration ol: 
Formalin is dangerous as it may 
injure the germination of the 
grains. .
